Wa¬ 
ter tmnsportAtlon la the most hygienic, 
as well aa the moat practical for food¬ 
stuff. Goods can be taken care of And 
stored on a ship much belter than on 
a railway train. 

We do not consume in thla country 
os much v'egetable matter ,Aa we 
should consume and aa the country la 
capable of producing. need, 

however. Is there to go Into detail, 
since It Is known that produce la al¬ 
lowed to rot on the farms and gdrdena- 
because It coats more to hai*vest than 
Ihe farmer or gardener could get in 
return. This Is natural, since the rail¬ 
roads get the biggest share of the con¬ 
sumer's price and spoil possibly 30 per 
cent of'the shipment on account of 
poor service. 

Like every other problem, 'the high 
cost of living Is rooted In the capital¬ 
istic system. No very great better¬ 
ment Is possible until thla system Is 
abollsh^td.
